Marchetti feels that this is the best team they've entered in the Tournament 
since they first played four year ago. John Abbott boasts a squad of 11 
veterans and 4 rookies. To date, Abbott is in first place in the Quebec 
‘Yomen's Intercollegiate Hockey League. 


The second game will face-off at 2 p.m. with POTSDAM STATE POLAR BEARS 
going against PRINCETON UNIVERSITY TIGERS. Potsdam returns this year
